DOWN TYNER 


Former Covina Man. Brutally Attack- 


ed in Qlendora on Eve of 


Wedding,. 


ASSAILANTS ESCAPE INTO HILLS. 


Large Posse With Blood Hounds in 


Pursuit of Robbers—Two Are 


Sought. 


Knocked unconscious by a yeggman 


and robbed of every cent he possessed 
as he was starting to Los Angeles to 
buy household goods on the eve of his 
wedding, Lee Tyner of Glendora, who 
for many years resided in Covina, up-, 
on recovering from the blow, appeal- 
ed to the Sheriff's office Tuesday night 
in the hope that the officers might re- 
cover the money, about $400. Two 
men had a part in the robbery. 


Every available deputy was put on 


the case, and these, with the assist- 
ance of scores of friends of the young 
victim of the robber, started to scour 
the hills near Glendora, Late Tuesday 
night a call was sent to the Sheriff 
for bloodhounds, to help follow the 
trail of the men.

OFFICER SHOT BY NEGRO. 


E. E. Sanders, Son of Covina Man. 


Wounded in Running Duel With 


Fugitive Los Angeles Black. 


Alter a miming pistol duel between 


Policeman 15. K. Sanders, son of Mr. 
and 
Mrs. ,1. C. Sanders of Covina, 


and Charles Williams, a negro, short- 
ly before 2 o'clock Wednesday morn- 
ing, the policeman was shot through 
the groin hy the- negro, who was cap- 
tured ten minutes later by the wound- 
ed officer. Weakened by the loss of 
blood, and hardly able to kep his 
prisoned captive, Sanders dragged the 
negro to the police telephone boj^ at 
Seventh and Mateo streets and after 
handcuffing him to a telephone pole, 
called for the patrol wagon, then fell 
unconscious. 


Williams tried frantically to free 


himself and when the patrol wagon 
arrived shortly after 2 o'clock he was 
reaching for the prostrate officer's 
revolver. When 'taken to the police 
station Williams refused to tell what 
his occupation is or where he lives. 
It is believed by the police that the 
prisoner is a desperate criminal. 


While standing at Seventh and Ma- 


teo streets shortly before 2 o'clock 
Wednesday morning, Sanders heard a 
revolver shot near Seventh and Ala- 
ineda streets. He walked toward Ala- 
meda street and near the Seventh 
street intersection mel Williams. 


Calling out that he was an officer, 


he asked the negro to stop. Williams 
refused and started to run, then drew 
his revolver and flred once at the 
policeman, the bullet taking effect in 
Sanders' left groin. 


Despite the injury the officer pur- 


sued the negro, firing six shots at him. 
After a chase of two blocks Sanders, 
after threatening to kill the negro, 
captured him. In a terrific struggle 
Williams was disarmed, then dragged 
to a box where Sanders telephoned. 


After he had handcuffed the negro 


to a telephone pole Sanders waa hard- 
ly able to open the police telephone 


^ box. 


In a fainting condition and holding 


to the telephone box to keep from 
falling. Sanders called the police sta- 
tion 
and summoned aid. Without 


hanging up the telephone Sanders fell 
to the ground, at the feet of the pros- 
trate negro, who was securely hand- 
cuffed to the pole. > 


Almost immediately after the mes- 


sage reached the police station a 
dozen 
officers were dispatched 
by 


motorcycle and by automobile • to the 
assistance of the officer. The first to 
arrive found Williams crouching to- 
ward the fallen policeman reaching 
for the officer's revolver. 


Sanders was hurried to the Re- 


ceiving Hospital where the bullet in 
his groin was extracted. According to 
the police surgeons he will recover, 
unless the serious wound becomes in- 
fected.
